LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 10

Introduced by Krist, 10.

WHEREAS, we can never fully repay our debt of gratitude
to those heroic men and women who served, were wounded, or even
died in battle; and

WHEREAS, the wunwavering commitment of our soldiers,
sailors, airmen, Marines, and Coast Guardsmen has preserved our
freedoms and saved millions around the world from tyranny; and

WHEREAS, we continue to draw inspiration from the heroism
and dedication of those who currently serve and sacrifice for the
cause of liberty and justice; and

WHEREAS, it is fitting that Nebraska honor American’s

military veterans, through whose service and sacrifice we today
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enjoy freedom and liberty.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SPECIAL SESSION:

1. That the Legislature hereby recognizes November 11,
2009, as Veterans Day.

2. That the Legislature wishes a happy birthday to the
United States Marine Corps on the occasion of its 234th birthday on

November 10, 20009.
